1 1. An apparatus for supporting an application with a

7 the wishes and requirements of the user best.

2 company selection test comprises several items and the

6 company profiles fits the wishes and requirements of the

1 6. An apparatus according to claim 3, wherein each 

2 company selection test comprises several items and the 

3 apparatus can receive per company a third set of weighting 

4 factors per item of the company selection test and can have 

5 same included in weighting when determining which of the 

6 company profiles fits the wishes and requirements of the 

7 user best.
